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COUNTRY LIFE IS ATTRACTIVE 



Few people realize just how 
^tractive country life can be, 
IVheir idea is that it is a dull, 
. -notorious, and somewhat lone- 
some place with few privileges. 
" tm of these people think of 
•bhe ones who live in the country 
i3 being backv/ard and 'in- a class 
irj thonsclvcs. They wonder how 
ehcy can enjoy any sort of 
recreation with nothing to do, 
no place to co, and nothing to 
see. 

I wonder if these people 
ever stop to think or try to see 
just how attractive country life 
is. It can be divided into four 
ages j each with its own charm 
and beauty. 

Spring Is like a new baby, 
tender araS sweet, yet glowing 
with life and reaching out for 
• aything new that might come her 
way. The new green grass pushes 
its way up through brown earth, 
laying a carpet as a foundation 
on which many objects will cone 
to rest. 

The trees welcoming spring 
deck their branches with little 
green aids, later changing to a 
mass foliage of green leaves. 
The bushes and even the little 
plants don new regalia. Some of 
then venture to array themselves 
in ornaments of little blossoms 
which turn to lovely flowers 
with a fragrance that fills the 
air. 

Birds put in their appear- 
ance, taking possession of the 
trees in which they build their 
homes for the short time which 
they will stay. Butterflies and 
bees buzz around enjoying their 
freedom while the frogs tell 
everyone it is spring and time 
for planting. 



The hens with their fann- 
ies of fluffy, little baby 
checks wander here and there 
catching whatever insects or 
bujs their sharp little eyes can 
see. We can hear the new calves 
calling for their mothers who 
are grazing in the distance. 
The colts are frolicking at 
their mothers' side by the pas- 
ture gate, paying little atten- 
tion to the dogs v/hich are romp- 
ing in the nearby orchard. 

The trees in the orchard 
are now laden with gorgeous 
sprays of lovely flowers and an 
odor that lingers till the soft 
petals drop to the ground, mak- 
ing room for the various fruits 
which 1- ter will take their 
places. 

As time goes on, spring 
slowly bids us farewell and 
summer coming bouncing along 
gives us all we could ask for". 
The river rolling along calls us 
to come and bring our lunches 
and fishing rods. The old swim- 
ming hole still holds its luring 
appeal for young and old, while 
a day or two outing at a nearby 
lake furnishes all the recrea*. 
tion one could ask for. 

Berries hide in the grass 
waiting to be picked, while the 
garden beckons a welcome. Row 
after row of fresh vegetables 
v/hich have been so carefully 
planted and cared for are now 
ready for use. 

There is an odor of new hay 
as the farmers cut their meadow 
grass and store it in the barn 
for winter. Often they arc com- 
pelled to stop work and seek 
shelter as a terrific electrical 
storm suddenly bursts upon them. 
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After one of these storms 
they cannot proceed with their 
work until the hay is thoroughly 
Sry, If the hay is put into the 
barn damp or green, it is apt to 
produce spontaneous combustion^ 
which co uses many disastrous 
fires. 

Sumner is gently leaving us 
and every thing seems to .be 
changing. The trees in the 
orchards are now filled with 
fruits ripening and ready to eat. 

Along the road the children 
are trudging merrily on their 
way to school, swinging their 
lunch boxos and books and stop- 
ping occasionally to pick apples 
that hang over the fences. 

It is autumn now and the 
trees are slowly changing colors. 
Farmers are picking their apples 
and either storing them for 
their own use or selling them. 
Large clusters of grapes are 
hanging from vines which later 
Will be used for making jellies; 
the odor of pickles and spices 
emerges from the houses and 
fills the country air. 

Here and there large fields 
of corn are being harvested. We 
see groups of people as they sit 
in the fields husking their corn 
or we can hear the noise of the 
machinery as the farmers fill 
their silos or do their thrrsh- 
ing. 

In the country co-operation 
among the farmers is a necessity. 
They join together to take caKd 
of their crpps thereby eliminat- 
ing expense and extra outside 
help. It also enables them to 
finish before the frost or too 
Cold weather descends upon them, 
for there are potatoes to dig, 
and if not lucky enough to have 
available machinery, it must be 
done by hand. Where there are 



several acres ? it is slow and 
tedious. It is interesting with 
machinery and now nearly all 
farms are equipped with up-to- 
date implements which save both 
time and labor. Tractors have 
replaced horses for general farm 
work and a truck, big or small, 
is usually found on every farm. 

Nearly all of the leaves 
are now red, yellow, brown, and 
gold. Some of the trees have 
needle-shaped leaves of various 
forms which remain green through- 
out the year. These trees make 
pretty hedges or borders because 
of their lasting green color and 
their various shapes. 

The days are ^becoming 
shorter and the nights 'colder as 
Jack Frost- lays a carpet of 
white wherever he goes. The 
nuts are now falling and groups 
of children a#e climbing the 
hills in search of then. Some - 
times they travel for miles with 
only a few nuts for their pay, 
coming home hungry, and tired. 

Hallowe'en, which is an 
interesting event in the country, 
is a special occasion for the 
children as well as the older 
people. Costumes, pranks, and 
parties have their places on 
Hallowe'en. Children garbed in 
grotesque attire and false faces 
travel from house to house enter- 
taining the- occupants with their 
childish tricks and witty 
remarks. They do not demolish, 
injure, or damage other people's 
property and often are repaid 
with sandwiches and cakes, cook- 
ies or doughnuts and sweet cider. 

the cold, frosty nights 
which cause the 1-aves to fall 
arc now upon us, leaving the 
ground covered with them from 
where the wind playfully picks 
them up and whirls them through 
the air. 
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Now and then we hoar shots 
as some hunter has sighted game. 
Sometimes a rabbit or squirrel 
runs across the road or game 
birds fly up out of the trees 
startled by the sound. Occasion- 
al]/ a wild deer is seen leaping 
through the field, as he is 
pursued by the hunter only to 
fall prey to another hunter as he 
crosses his path. 

As the d^ys speed on, colder 
v/cathor crmes, bringing snow, and 
What could be more --ttractiv e 
than the first fall of snow? Its 
spnrkling little crystals leave a 
blanket of white on whatever they 
fall. 

Here and there we see large 
flocks of turkeys which remind us 
that Thanks -riving is almost here. 
Such hurryin? and scurrying as 
evoryboo"y plans fnr th i hi? ^ay. 
In the country most families pre- 
pare, their Thanksgiving dinner 
from their own — turkey, fowl, 
pork, or whatever they prefer — 
also their vegetables are home- 
grown. Jam, jellies, and pickles 
fresh from the housewife's cellar, 
with pies mode from homemade 
mince meat, and pumpkins, which 
only a short while ago lay in the 
cornfield, now are made into 
thick, golden pies. 

Now the trees are bare of 
leaves but the branches hang 
heavy with snow. Little bushes 
and shrubs are hidden un.till 
Mother Nature awakens then. 
Paths to the field which were 
traveled a short while ago now 
are invisible, but the newly made 
tracks on nearby hills seen to 



have a' profound inte'irnVt as the" 
children co-ne sliding- -down the 
glary surface. Not always are 
the smn-n children alone in 
their fun, but we often see 
grown-ups taking part. An even- 
ing of coasting and skating with 
refreshments served at some 
one's house is n tyoical country 
custom en j eyed by both old 
and young. 

Old-fashioned dances, often 
called "kitchen hops," r <rc an- 
other country recreatien. Th^se 
usually are held in the homes by 
moving the furniture from two or 
mote ronns and securing two or 
more violin players and ■ some- 
times a piano or orpan is avail- 
able. With some onr to do the 
calling, a good time is in 
session. Refreshments a .7 e 
served at midnight and after a 
brief intermission, more dancing 
is enjoyed. 

Time quickly hurries along 
bringing Christmas and parties. 
Trees and berries from the near- 
by Woods arc carred hone and 
serve their purpose for Christ- 
mas. Home-made wreaths hang on 
every door, and every thine takes 
on a holiday gaiety as families 
gather together to enjoy Christ- 
mas festivities. 

After Christmas everything 
seems to quiet down to norn~l 
for the few months until spring 
awakens . 

Thus wc si-cahow attractive 
life in the country can be.

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A CHERISHED MEMORY OF HOME 



How" dear and close to my 
heart still, is the place I 
called home! It was like a 
dream, it was fantastic, it was 
everything but real, the morning 
the old car was backed out of 
the driveway and Dad said, after 
shutting the garage doors, 
•Well, we took care of it the 
^est we knew how, didn't we?" I 
contort answer. The lump in my 
throat tightened. My heart felt 
n'lmb and heavy, yet, I knew this 
dreaded moment had to come some 
day; the moment when I would sot 
foot on the well-trodden thresh- 
old of home for the last time. 
As time goes on and "waits for 
no one," this came and went. 

Nevertheless, a memory, an 
unforgetable memory, still lin- 
gers within my soul of an old 
winding brook, in back of the 
house, gushing savagely through 
the ice in the spring or flowing 
gently and softly in the summ er 
ever the rocks and under the ce- 
ment bridge which was built the 
year I was born; — it bears the 
date on its side-1927; taoping 
trees in the spring and gather - 
ing sweet sap as the night drew 
nigh. At each end of the big 
lawn, two enormous maple trees , 
heavy with foliage, never fail- 
ing to sha^e our surroundings in 
the summer; frogs singing at 
night; walks in the woods and 
climbing the hills. There are 
countless little things, memora- 
able incidents that can be re- 
called . 

For eight years I attended 
the little brown shingled school 
house, and missed only three and 
one-half days. I was very for- 
tunate in living practically 
next door to the Church, Town 
Hall, and school. It was a one-

The water was almost ice cold 
because It was fed from a spring 
but :n tho end it was refreshing 
and wo had so much fun. Many 
times we had picnics down there 
or at night after the v/ork was 
done, would got the young folks 
togother and have a v/lonic roast. 
Often tines v/o v/ould invite our 
neighbors and eat our lunch by 
the brook that ran through the 
woods in back of tho house. 
There were some pretty places by 
that old brook. 

I.Ioonlight nights were beau- 
tiful up homo . F 0 r hap s t ho y 
wore no different from other 



places but to me there was noth- 
ing liko it. There was some- 
thing magic or enchanting about 
the v/arm mid-summer nights when 
one would take a stroll down by 
tho bridge, loan on the bars of 
the gate and watch a big, full 
moon slowly clirb the starlit 
sky from behind the nearby moun- 
tain.
